"This flight." he said. "will, in effect, start 
transforming the shuttle from a test vehicle 
into an operational carrier for transporting 
routinely people, satellites, scientific instru- 
ments and scientific laboratories into space.” 
Columbia is to be launched from Cape 
Canaveral. Florida, Thursday on a five-day 
mission whose major objective is to deploy 
satellites for Satellite Business Systems Inc., 
and Telesat of Canada. 

They are the shuttle’s first paying custom- 
ers, each writing checks for $10 million to 
reimburse NASA for launch services. 

The shuttle, now qualified after four test' 
flights, wiU cany a four-man crew for the first 
time, including two mission specialists. Wil- 
liam Lenoir and Joseph Allen, whose job will 
be to monitor the satellites and eject them 
from the ship’s cargo bay. 

The commander is Vance Brand, the pilot 
is Robert Vermyer. Beggs said communica- 
tions satellites will be the shuttle fieef s major 
commercial cargo for several years, but noted 
that "other areas of industrialization and 
commercialization are mushrooming from 
concept to reality at a rapid rate. 


Egypt waves olive 
branch to Arabs 


CAIRO. Nov. 6 (AP) — Egypt on Satur- 
day renewed its offer of a reconciliation with 
its Arab critics and said it was prepared to aid 
any Arab country against external aggres- 
sion. It cited giving military aid to Iraq and 
said h would step up aid if the Gulf war esca- 
lates. 

In a policy statement to parliament. Prime 
Minister Fuad Mohieddin also called on tbe 
United States to continue its active role 
toward an Arab- Israeli peace settlement. He 
said President Reagan's Middle East peace 
initiative provided a new momentum to this 
end. 

“Egypt is keen on opening its arms to the 
Arab nation and inrites its leaders to take 
concerted action to solve existing problems." 
said Mohieddin. a physician turned politician 
who formed his second consecutive cabinet 
Aug. 31. 

Noting Egyptian military aid to Iraq in its 
war with Iran. Mohieddin said: "Egypt is 
implementing a long-range strategic p rogram 
to develop its armed forces by raising their 
efficiency in organization/ armament and 
training, so that they continue to be an effec- 
tive force ?□ the defense of the homeland and 
in support of any Arab country exposed to 
aggression."

U.K. spy trial 
set next week 

LONDON. Nov. 6 (AP) — Geoffrey 
Arthur Prime, a former translator of Russian 
accused in Britian’s latest spy scandal, will be 
tried next week on espionage charges. Scot- 
land Yard said Saturday. 

A spokesman who did not want to be iden- 
tified said the case wiD be heard in London’s 
Old Bailey criminal court next week, but the 
exact day has not been determined. 

The trial originally was scheduled for the 
end of November, but The Touts of London 
said the public prosecutor’s office deckled 
suddenly on Saturday to bring it forward. The 
newspaper quoted the prosecutor's office as 
saying the case was moved up for “adminis- 
trative reasons." 

Prime. 44, an employee of Britain’s gov- 
ernment communkaions headquarters at 
Cheltenham from 1 968 to 1 981 , was charged 
July 7 with pasting information to a foreign 
power. He currently is being held in prison, 
and no bail has been set. 

Details of the alleged offense have not 
been disclosed here because of Britian’s 
stringent official secrets act. but a prosecutor 
said it was “of the gravest possible nature.” 

Naif, Bitani open 
border parleys 

JEDDAH, Nov. 6 (SPA) — South Yemeni 
Interior Minister Lt.-Colonel Muhammad 
Abdullah Al-Brtani arrived here Saturday 
morning on a visit to the Kingdom. 

During his stay here, he wifl hold talks with 
Interior Minister Prince Naif on outstanding 
border questions between the Kingdom and 
South Yemen. 

The deliberations wifl also concentrate on 
developing cooperation between the two 
countries. Colonel Bitani will follow up talks 
held during Prince Naifs trip to Aden in 
June.

Mohieddin told AlAnbaa it was difficult for 
Egypt to restart with Israel the Palestinian 
self-rule talks, insisting that there will "have 
to be new ideas, new blood and new 
frameworks." 

He said the ~PLO and the Americans will 
have to commence a dialogue which would 
accelerate the negotiating pace toward self- 
government for the Palestinians in the West 
Bank of Jordan and the Gaza Strip.^ 

Despite Egypt’s reservation about Presi- 
dent Ronald Reagan's initiative. Mohieddin 
said, "it opens up new horizons and gives a 
push to peace efforts.” 

Hussein leads 
peace team 

AMMAN. Nov. 6 (AFP) — Jordanian 
King Hussein will head an Arab League 
delegation to Paris, Moscow and Peking to 
explain the Fez Arab summit peace plan for a 
global Middle East settlement, it was 
reported here Saturday. PLO leader Yasser 
Arafat will be part of this delegation. 

King Hussein will go to Morocco late next 
week for talks with Moroccan King Hassan II 
on the results of an Arab League delegation's 
recent talks with American leaders, informed 
sources said. 

Rabat to boycott 
Tripoli summit 

RABAT, Nov. 6 (R) — Moroccan Minis- 
ter of State Ahmad Alaoui has bitterly 
attacked the Organization of African Unity 
(OAU). and indicated that his country would 
not attend the annual summit to be held in 
Libya later this montb- 

In an editorial in the pro-government 
newspaper Maroc Soir, Alaoui said Friday 
the summit, due to take place in Tripoli from 
Nov*. 23 to 26, had been arranged "without 
preliminary consultations". 

Tbe meeting should have been held last 
August but was postponed because 20 states, 
including Morocco, boycotted it in protest 
against the presence of the self-prod aimed 
Saharan Arab Democratic Republic 
(SADR).

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Issa says king’s moves 
serve universal stability 


RIYADH, Nov. 6 (SPA) - The ruler of 
Bahrain Sheikh Issa ibn Suiman AI- Khalifa, 
has described King Fabrfs Gulf. Arab and 
international moves as serving world peace, 
security and stability. He told Qkaz that King

Sheikh Issa went on to say that Saudi 
Arabia’s moves also reflected Arab determi- 
nation to keep the region away from any 
danger.

MANAMA, Nov. 6 (SPA) — The establ- 
ishment of the Gulf Cooperation Council 
(GCC) is in itself an important achievement. 
Kuwait Deputy Premier, Foreign and infor- 
mation Minister Sheikh Sabah At-Ahmcd 
Al-Sabah said Saturday. He io\dAl-Adwa ’ a 
that the creation of tbe six-member GCC was 
prompted by the history, nature and cirvums-' 
tances of the region. 

Sabah noted that cooperation among Gulf 
states existed before the council's formation, 
but its establishment was another step on the 
road of coordination and consultations. He 
said the Arab Gulf states had undertaken 
unilateral efforts participated in Islamic 
moves backed the non-aligned countries and 
encouraged the international community to 
put an end to the Iraqi-Iranian war. 

The Kuwaiti leader said Gulf states arc still 


Peking all possible means to "stop this des- 
tructive war." He added that Iraq had 
responded positively to much of the peaceful 
efforts and called on Iran to follow suit.

Zia rules out early 
election in Pakistan 


KUALA LUMPUR. Nov. 6 (Agencies)— 
Pakistani President Muhammad Zia ul-Haq 
arrived here Saturday for talks with Prime 
Minister Dr. Mahathir Muhammad, foreign 
ministry officials said. During his five-day 
visit he will discuss Afghanistan. Cambodia 
and other international issues with Malaysian 
officials. 

Earlier Friday. Zia ruled out the possibility 
of holding a general election in his country as 
the situation in Pakistan “was not suitable”. 
M □ press conference in Jakarta at the end of. 
a five-day visit to Indonesia. Zia refused to 
specify when an election could take place and 
said he had postponed a ballot because that 
was what “ politicians have asked." 

On the issue of Kashmir, he said Pakistan 
wanted to solve the problem peacefully in 


accordance with the United Nations Charter. 

Questioned on the health of the widow of 
former Premier Ali Bhutto. Zia sold she was 
being examined by a government medical 
board and added: “Should she deserve medi- 
cal treatment abroad. I shall be the first per- 
son to lei her go.” 

Zia called for closer cooperation between 
Pakistan and the Association of Southeast 
Asian Nations (ASEAN) grouping 
Indonesia. Malaysia, Thailand. Singapore 
and the Philippines. ASEAN and Pakistan 
could cooperate weD in many areas, he said. 

He dismissed a suggestion that Pakistan 
was acquiring nuclear power for military pur- 
poses saying: ” We have the nuclear technol- 
ogy for peaceful purposes as we have the right 
to possess a power to develop our country.” 


Mrs. Bhutto’s health ‘deteriorating’ 


KA R ACHI. Nov. 6 (R) — Nusrat Bhutto, 
widow of d*-* executed former Pakistan prime 
minister, has said that although her health 
was deteriorating daily the military govern- 
ment would not let her seek cancer treatment 
in Europe. 

" The government is delaying permission so 
:h« my condition deteriorates further.” she 
said. “If I am allowed to go abroad at all ... 1

ANKARA, Nov. 6 (Agencies) — Turks 
vole Sunday on a new constitution which, if 
approved, will install present militar y leader 
Gen. Kenan Evren as president to oversee 
the country’s return to elected government. 
The constitution invents a wide range of pow- 
ers in the president, giving him ascendency 
over parliament and sets limits on personal 
■liberties, political activity, and trade unions. 

Temporary articles attached to it provide 
for Gen. Evren to be the president foratleast 
seven years and his four colleagues on the 
present ruling National Security Council to 
remain in influential advisory posts for the 
same period. 

Despite a barrage of critidsm from news- 
papers, former politicians, trade unionists 
and others that the constitution does not 
allow for foil democracy, the measures are 
expected to win a comfortable majority in 
Sunday’s referendum. 

The constitution , has been designed by the 
ruling generals, who seized power two years 
ago amidst political turmoil marred by savage 
street violence. Its aim is to provide a gov- 
ernmental framework under which they have 
promised to restore, elected government by 
the end of next year or spring 1984 at the 
latest 

. In a concerted effort to secure a big major- 
ity for the constitution, the generals banned 
campaigning for a “no” vote, critidsm of 
speeches by Evren on it, and criticism of key 
articles in the document. Evren made daily 
speeches over the past 12 days, all of them 
broadcast on radio and television and the 
government circulated a million leaflets and 
posters urging support for the measures. 
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Jumb iatt says he is ready 
to cooperate with Gemayel

In his final campaign speech Friday. Evren 
explained that the military takeover two 
years ago was inevitable because internal 
' s t rif e was ripping the nation apart. “ Who else 
■could have saved the country, if not the 
armed forces, from civil war and dismem- 
berment in those days? Evren asked. 

Evren said that because of the sensitive 
geopolitical location of their country, Turks 
required national unity even more than other 
nations. He warned that Turkey could be 
eradicated from the world map if weakened 
by domestic strife. 

Only a few clandestine group publidy cal- 
led for rejection, though political sources said 
many former politicians have privately urged 
people to vote against 

The results, expected to be completed by 
Monday evening, are widely predicted here 
to show a majority in favor of between 60 and 
80 percent With no opinion polls it is virtu- 
ally impossible to predict the size of the “no” 
vote. 


BEIRUT, Nov. 6 (AFP) - WaJid Jumb- 
iatt, head of the Progressive Socialist Party 
(PSP), Saturday said he was prepared to 
cooperate with Lebanese President Amin 
Gemayel and disclosed that the Nationalist 
Movement a leftist coalition under his direc- 
tion, had ceased to exist.

It was a small piece of information about the country’s 
imports last year but quite significant in “import.” It shows 
that the country's economy continues to flourish despite the 
marked reduction in oil exports brought about by the existing 
global glut and Western recession. 

The Kingdom imported 65 million tons of foodstuffs and 
other materials through its major ports, that is an increase of 
2 1 percent over the previous year. This is not counting goods 
arriving by air cargo, overland or via the smaller ports. 

The increase in foodstuffs points to the rising number of 
citizens and expatriates who form a substantia] percentage of 
the overall number of people here. And with the government 
continuing to subsidize basic foodstuffs for all consumers, the 
country has some of the lowest food prices in the world. 

Some countries, even in the nearby Gulf, restrict subsidies 
to foodstuffs purchased by their own citizens. Not here. Which 
means a great deal of savings for those working in the country . 

Imports of construction materials have also shown a 
marked increase as the current five-year plan goes into its 
third year without major changes of priorities despite falling 
oil royalties. 

If the building trade has slackened somewhat from its peak 
in the middle seventies, government projects have not, as the 
giant petrochemical complexes, pipelines and desalination 
plants continue in full swing. 

CONCILIATORY GESTURE

Salvador Army, rebels unable to break stalemate

MEXICO CITY — 

The latest rejection by the Salvadoran govern- 
ment of a leftist offer for peace negotiations demon- 
strates the ongoing ideological and tactical stale- 
mate in that nation's three-year civil war. 

Neither side has been able to deliver a decisive 
blow in the fighting that has claimed more than 
38,000 lives since 1979, though both the rightist 
government and leftist rebels proclaim the inevita- 
bility of a victory. And neither the leftists nor the 
rightists coalition government have found a formula 
for opening negotiations to bring and end to the 
fighting. 

The rebels, refining their hit-and-run guerrilla 
tactics, launched a new offensive in northern Mora- 
zan and Cbalatenango provinces last month, claim- 
ing to have seized 12 towns and villages. 

The army, led by its United States-trained, rapid 
deployment troops, has been powerless to halt the 
rebel onslaught, guerrilla spokesmen claim. But the 
government says tbe rebel targets are “ghost 
towns” of little strategic or economic importance, 
and there is no burry to retake them. 

Leftists followed that offensive with a call from 
exile in Mexico City for formal negotiations with 
tbe government, saying they bad hopes Salvadoran 
officials would accept. 

The leftists heralded their offering, saying it was 
the first formal written peace proposal they had sent 
to the government. Copies were sent to provisional 


President Alvaro Magana. Constituent Assembly 
President Roberto tfAubuissoo. an ardent right- 
winger, and Defense Minister Jose Garda. 

All three turned down the offer, which was signed 
by leaders of the underground Democratic 
Revolutionary Front, a coalition of leftist political 
parties, and by chieftains of the guerrilla Faribundo 
Marti liberation Movement (FMLN), 

“I have said time and time again that we already 
had our dialogue — tbe March 28 dialogue with tbe 
people in the elections,” said Garcia, referring to a 
massive nationwide vote for the nation's con- 
stituent assembly which was endorsed by tbe 
Reagan administration. Presidential elections are 
promised by the end of March 1984. 

The United States also rejected tbe peace offer. 
A State Department spokesman said the Reagan 
administration would be willing to take tbe rebel 
proposal seriously only if they agreed first to put 
down their weapons and participate in the political 
process. 

The United States, which has sent $320 million in 
military and economic aid to the Salvadoran gov- 
ernment this year, has warned the government that 
aid could be jeopardized unles it stops brutalizing 
political opponents. 

Magana's position that the rebels will turn in the ir 
arms when they realize the war cannot be won is 
severely tested by the recent offensive. While the 
recent rebel activity was staged primarily In- the 
northern parts of the country that have been tradi- 
tional strongholds, the guerrillas have shown con- 


tinued ability in escaping army counter-operations, 
slipping easily through lines. 

They also have had success in their main objec- 
tive of causing random, but constant economic 
chaos — by threatening motorists on the nation's 
highways, blowing up bridges and ' dynamiting 
power lines in order to provoke chronic power 
blackouts. 

“This has increased tbe chances for a political 
solution,” said Ana Guadalupe Martinez, a leader 
and spokeswoman for the National Liberation 
Front. She surfaced at a Mexico City news confer- 
ence last week, along noth GuiDermo Manuel 
Ungo, leader of the political coalition, to announce 
the proposal for peace negotiations. 

Mrs. Martinez said the government failure to 
retake tbe towns captured in tbe recent offensive 
was a sign of the army’s “impotence.” “It means 
that its fear of casualties is greater than hs fear of 
the political embarrassment,” she said. 

But a military observer in El Salvador said tbe 
government reaction to tbe rebel push showed “a 
tremendous amount of restraint.” When the attacks 
started, said the observer, local military comman- 
ders “yelled -for the (American- trained! 
immediate-reaction battalions.” 

“But tbe high command told the local comman- 
ders to stan aggressive patrolling and deal with tbe 
problems yourselves,” said the source, who spoke 
od condition be not be further identified.

BANGKOK - 

U.S. allies in Southeast Asia have reacted favor- 
ably to Defense Secretary Caspar Weinberger's 
current five-nation regional tour, though he publ- 
icly offered nothing but reassuring words. Such 
reassurance about what the United States would do 
m tbe event of a serious threat to tbe region is 
basically what the allies wanted, according to anal- 
ysts in this Thai capital 

No one was talking about a much larger U.S. 
military presence, as far as can be determined. 
Barely seven years after its humiliating defeat in 
Vietnam, Washington is reluctant to boost its milit- 
ary profile in tbe area because of higher priorities in 
the Gulf and the Indian Ocean. 

Instead, the Reagan administration wants South- 
east Asian nations to play a bigger military role in 
countering what rt sees as Soviet expansionism 
using Vietnam as a proxy. To this end, the United 
States has boosted military aid to the five members 
of the Association of Southeast Asian Nations 
(ASEAN), compared with the first half of the 
1970’s, from $327 million to $820 million. 

The U.S. Defense Department seems to be ttying 
.to weave a loose coalition of Asian nations by deal- 
ing with each directly instead of dying to mold them 
into a formal group, analysts said. Initial indications 
suggest it is having some success. In Singapore, 
Weinberger's first stop, be satisfied his hosts with 
reaffirmations of the U.S. co mmit ment to the reg- 


ion, reliable sources said. 

in Thailand, his second stop, sources dose to 
Prime Minister Prera Tinsulanonda said T h a il and- 
had gone a basically what it wanted from the visit — 
a guarantee that Washington would help meet any 
threat from Vietnamese forces operating in Cam- 
bodia close to Tha3an<f $ eastern border.

A military spokesman in Indonesia,' Wein- 
berger’s third stop, said his tour indicated Washing- 
ton's interest in helping preserve peace and stability 
in the region. " However, countries in the region 
should be well aware that they would not be able to 
rely on a superpower within one or two decades 
without stepping up their own strength,” tbe 
Indonesian spokesman added. 

Indonesian President Suharto was one of three 
ASEAN beads of government to meet President 
Ronald Reagan in Washington this year for discus- 
sions on the regional military balance. Tbe other 
two, Singapore Prime Minister Lee Kuan Yew and 
Philippine President Ferdinand Marcos, also indi- 
cated to Reagan tbe role they hoped to see the U.S. 
play in defending the region. 

The indications are that Reagan responded to the 
different concerns of each viator on their own 
terms, and not in terms of integrating them into any 
new anti-Soviet, quasi-alliance with the United 
States, China and Japan. 

Suharto, capitalizing on his archipelago nation’s 


strategic position on East- West sealanes, wanted 
more American hardware and security-related 
technological aid. 

Marcos, for the Philippines, sought reassurance 
about U.S. commitments under the 1954 Manila 
. Pact, which binds tbe United States to the Philip- 
pines and Thailand, but which requires congres- 
sional approval before Washington can send in any 
troops. 

Lee, for Singapore, alone among the three, urged 
the United States to expand hs naval power in the 
South China Sea, specifically by deploying another 
aircraft carrier group. 

In Singapore, Weinberger replied to Lee' s call by 
saying the Pentagon might augment the three air- 
craft carriers of the U.S. 7 th Fleet in the Pacific. But 
he said the carrier group, if deployed, would follow 
flexible orders to move wherever it was most 
needed — an apparent reference to the Middle East 
if oil supplies were threatened. 

Weinberger's trip also took him to Australia and 
• New Zealand, which are members of tbe ANZUS 
Pact with the United States. The trip was his second 
to the region this year after meetings with officials 
in Japan, the Philippines and South Korea in March 
and ApriL 

One overriding concern was clearly to restore 
confidence in die ability of the United Stares to 
project its armed might in Asia — confidence badly 
eroded not only by tbe Vietnam fiasco but by 
Washington's lack of decisive action in Iran 
Afghanistan. and Angola.

For example, 
now the Masai demand payment to pose for 
photographs, as I was to discover, to my otter 
surprise, during my recent trip to Kenya. 

The ^Masai people numbering 
12 0,000 roam i the Kenya-Tanzania border 
area. They are a seuunomadic people whose 
lives revolve around their livestock. Their 
attitude toward cattle is one erf veneration so 
much so that they think that doing anything 
other than herding cattle is an insult to their 
deity. Enkai who, they believe, have made 
them the owners of all the cattle in the world. 

Tbe Masai hve^in semipermanent camps 
called enkattg or manyatta. Tbe former is for 
married people, while the nuuqrattas are 
occupied by warriors and' their visiting 
mothers, sisters and other young girls. Men 
can have as many wives as they wish. The 
male-dominated society is organized into 


entrance to the Amboseli game park waiting 
for tourists whom he charges a fee for poring 
for a photograph. His earlobe is stretched oat 
so long that the large bole accommodates a 
big mang o juice can! 

We also saw a group of young men with 
their bodies glistening in the sun from the red 
ocher grease they rub. One of them had a 
lion's tail pinned on his hair. I 
managed to talk to than, with Bernard, a 
tourist guide who runs a souvenir roadside 
stall and who spoke English surprisingly well 
acting as an interpreter. From the conversa- 
tion it emerged that the young Masai with the 
lion’s tail on the back of his head had just 
killed a lion in the snake-infested bush with 
his spear. They also told ns they were gnjng 
back to their mnjistta the next morning for 
the bead-shaving ceremony. I was very anxi- 
ous to attend this function, held once in every 
7 to 10 years. Luckily for me, they agreed to 
jny request. 

Our group including Bernard, our driver 
Ibrahim and my husband met them at day- 
break the next morning. 

At the rendezvous three Masai warriors 
got into the back seat of our minibus with 
their spears and Bernard a nd Ibrahim 
occupied the front seat. One of the few Masai 
who had the benefit of schooling; Bernard 
speaks Masai, Swahili and En glish. He wore 
trousers and shirt He gave us many interest- 
ing details about the Masai and their way of. 
life as we throve. 

Meanwhile, we saw the clearing in the bush 
with their huts. There were about 100 men. 
women and childr en around-Tbe warrior*, Ber- 
nard and Ib rahim got out They asked us to 
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of Kenyan society.

four age groups of warriors and elders. The 
warriors form the cattle-raiding and fighting 
force and the elders are the tnbal adminis- 
trators. The warriors cannot many until they 
go through a head-shaving ceremony and 
become elders. The society is egalitarian in 
the sense that there is no central or coercive 
authority. In fact, there was no institution of 
tribal chiefs until tbe advent of the British. 

Milk is the basic item in their diet with 
anim al blood as an important supplement. 
They tightly tie a rope around a cow's neck to 
expose its jugular vein. Then they shoot a 
special arrow into the vein and the blood is 
caught in a gourd. They mix the Mood with 
milk and then drink it. 

The Masai are a tall and slender people 
with Nilo-Haxniiic features. Their origin can 
be traced to tbe Nile River basin of southern 
Sudan. Maa. their language, is fundamentally 
Ntfotic. J ’ 

No. tourist can fail to be struck by their 
appearance. Tbe woman have clean-shaven 
heads and wear an incredible array of 
bracelets, necklaces and earrings. Men are 
equally exotic. Many have intricate patterns 
scarred into their bodies. Their bodies are 
smeared with red ocher and animal fat which 
insulates their bodies from the ravages of 
weather and insects. The red ocher is 
believed to give them protection against 
scabies and other skin diseases. 

They have many large holes pierced in 
their ears and tbe earlobe holes are stretched 
and extended to accommodate a wide variety 
of ornaments, anything from button to 
shoulder-length earrings. I saw several with 
empty film cannisteis and ball point pens in 
their earlobe holes. My favorite, however, is 
the old '‘tourist Masai" who hangs around the

We 
agreed and off we went, another three hours 
through the bush just to get back to the high- 
way. 

When we finally reached the main high- 
way, the “tourist” Masai with a mango juice

NEW YORK (API — Christian Millau 
■ecalfe a day near the end of World War n as 
)ik that gave him perhaps the most enjoy- 
able meal of his life. 

Under the shade of an American tank in 
Paris, be feasted on U.S. Army K-rations — 
packages of dry meats and. other edibles for 
ioliliers in combat. Now Millau dines in the 
vorids best restaurants and tells the world 
lbout them. He and colleague Henri Gault 
ire responsible for a series of volumes, some- 
:imes a bit controversial, on the top dining 
;sraMishmcnts in France, London and New 
fork. 

A guide controversial? Millau and Gault 
13 ve been involved in more than 30 lawsuits 
nought bv irate restaurateurs not pleased 
*iib what they have said about their establ- 
shments. Millau takes the lawsuits in stride. 
He even seems to take a bit of enjoyment 
tom the notion that the guides have such an 
iffcct. 

Born on New Year's Day in 1929, Millau 
vas not yet a teen-ager at the start of World 
War IT. His mother, half French, half Rus- 
sian, was “a good cook by instinct,” He says. 

She couldn’t read recipes, she mixed every- 
thing up, but what came out was beautiful. 
My mother had a talent to make something 
-ood out of nothing. The war made things 
Lid to find.

The first review was of a Paris 
restaurant. The impact was tremendous. The 
place was instantly packed. Then I had the 
idea to publish a guide to Paris. 

In their introduction to The Best of New 
York, Gault and Millau note that despite their 
years of experience “we still regard ourselves 
as amateurs — may be a bit noisier than 
others, admittedly. Also we are passionate,, 
perhaps unfair sometimes, certainly far from 
perfect, but we have freely expressed our 
likes, dislikes, enthusiasms, prejudices -'-our 
pleasures and our pains." 

Milla u says there is no food that he dislikes. 
Does he have a favorite dish? “I love fish,” he 
says. “I am not a great beef eater. I like 
vegetables, f suppose that is because I am 
aging.

PORT STANLEY (R) - With a new 
urgency born of war, Falkland islanders, local 
administrators and tbe British government 
are pondering far-reaching decisions about 
the future of the colony’s backward, one- 
product economy. 

The outcome could abolish the absentee 
capitalism which has dominated the FaBt- 
lands for a century, turn dozens of farm 
workers into farm owners and attract a small, 
badly needed flow of immigrants to tbe 
sparsely inhabited islands. But the postwar 
political barriers between tbe F alkl and* and 
South 1 America and tbe vast distances 
separating them from major markets of the 
northern hemisphere pose daunting prob- 
lems for all economic development plans. 

Among many proposals, none has won 
general confidence that it will give tbe colony 
a secure and self-reliant economic furure. 

Not long after Britain’s task force recap- 
tured the islands from Argentina, Prime 
Minister Margaret Thatcher received a 
gloomy report from an official study group. 
Lord Shackleton, a former cabinet minister 
and the son of an early Antarctic explorer, 
told her that “tbe internal economy of tbe 
FaDdands is in grave danger of collapsing in 
the next five years” 

Copies of Lord Shackleton’ s thin bine 
book are being distributed to every house- 
hold in the islands. The study weighs up tan- 
talizing visions of great wealth, for there may 
be vast oQ or other mineral reserves beneath 
the hostile southern seas. 

It considers everything from seaweed to 
penguin-spotting tourists as possible alterna- 
tives to tbe wool which is the only important 
source of income. But all of them it judged 
too doubtful, too far in the future or too 
fa their possible scale to offer a sure 


basis for tbe islands’ future. 

On present trends, it said, the population 
of 1,800 could decline to 1,000 or fewer, 
defended by a garrison several times its size. 
The sheep now ranched on its farms could be 
replaced by wild cattle roaming the hills and 
the colony might survive economically only 
on Britain’ s charity and tbe sale of stamps to 
foreign collectors. 

Many government officials and British 
businessmen interested in the regard 

those conclusions as alarmist. Bat the study 
group drew from its finding a recommenda- 
tion for radical reform of land ownership on 
the Falkland*, where almost all the land 
belongs to British-based companies. 

Lord Shackleton urged tbe government to 
buy up the absentee-owned farms, cut them 
into famfiy-sized units and sell them to islan- 
ders or immigrants who would farm them 
themselves and invest their profits in improv- 
ing the land and flocks. He estimated this 
would cost about 15 million sterling ($24 mil- 
lion) a small fraction of the cost of tbe war. 

When Spain, France and Britain began 
serious rivalry over tbe Falk! ands in the 1 8th 
century, the attraction of the treeless, unin- 
habited archipelago was the many deep bays 
in which ships battered by storms on the pas- 
sage around Cape Hom could take refuge 
and make repairs. It remained so until tbe 
Panama Canal opened 70 years ago. 

Britain seized control in 1833 and sheep 
farming was introduced by the Falkland 
Islands Company which was created by Royal 
Charter in 1851. The Britain-based company 
still owns seven large farms, representing 43 
percent of the islands, and it dominates 
economic life by acting as shopkeeper, 
banker and shipping agent 

What land the company doesn’t own is 
mostly held in similar large farms, also 
belonging to British-based firms or absentee - 


proprietors. But a pilot project for the 
break-up of the big farms has been launched 
in recent years, with two large farms being 
divided into a dozen family units. 

On one unit northwest of Port Stanley; 
Claud and Judy Molkenbuhr lost all their 
household goods and perhaps a third of their 
3,000 sheep in the conflict Most of their land 
is now closed to them because of Argentine 
minefields which British army engineers have 
so far been unable to clear because the plastic 
mines are invisible to all known detectors.

But Molkenbuhr, who was born in Chile and 
came as a young man to his mother’s birth- 
place in the FalkJands. is determined to 

rebuild. 

John Cheek, a leading member of the 
elected council, believes that a majority of 
islanders are in favor of the Shackleton prop- 
osals. 

Molkenbuhr thinks that the islands will be 
better off if, as Lord Shackleton urges, profits 
from the farms remain in the Falldands 


instead of being remitted to Britain. 

But critics of the Shackleton proposals 
comment that, for tbe present at least, the 
break-up has actually reduced the population 
on the land. 

As everyone agrees that the islands need 
more people, this is a serious argument in the 
eyes of administrators and politicians. Ted 
Needham, chairman and chief executive of 
Coalite, the Falkland Islands Company’s 
parent firm, questions whether the smaller 
farms will be as efficient as tbe large ones and 
wonders what would happen to farm emp- 
loyees who did not want to become farm 
owners. ' 

Tbe demand for family units might be less 
than Lord Shackleton predicted and the gov- 
ernment might be left as the owners of large 
tracks of the least- productive land, Needham 
told reporters during a visit to the islands last 
month. 

Sir Rex Hunt, who was expelled as gover- 
nor by the Argentines and returned after the 
war with the title' of civil commissioner, has 
not yet taken a public stance on tbe break-up 
of the farms. Nor has Mrs. Thatcher’s Con- 
servative Party Government, although Cran- 
ley Onslow, a junior minister who visited the 
Falklauds in September, says the company 
should continue to have a role in the colony's 
future. 

One British businessman, who has close 
links with the islands but asked not to be 
named, said recently that argument over the 
Shackleton proposals realy came down to tbe 
assessment of tbe islanders themselves. 

“ Most visitors who come here develop a 
patronizing attitude. They find the people 
slow and inarticulate and think that they are, 
on the whole, a bit stupid. They are inarticu- 
late, but they aren't stupid. They are actually 
quite shrewd. Given a chance, they could 
make a go of it,” he sakL

investigation into what happened to the 
Si 1 0,500" save Sheila” fund set up to pay foT 
her treatment in the United States, it cost 
Eri.isii taxpayers 21,000 pounds ($35,700) 
ii.. bring the 53-year-old singer from San 
Fn.nc:seo to her home in the western Eng- 
land port cin of Bristol last month because 
she claimed she was penniless and facing evic- 
tion. She sjid money from the "save Sheila" 
'und had *mn out. 

Her plight has sparked controversy among 
icir.e of her early supporters, who claim she 
wasn't sick enough to require an expensive 
air ambulance flight home, and some scien- 
tists who argue that there is no such illness as 
total allerg)' syndrome. Miss Rossail, who 
sent word that she was too sick to talk to 
reporters, sent a letter to a local radio station 
recently insisting she is not faking her total 
allergy* and claiming she was the victim of 
persecution. 

Miss Rossail was the lead singer with the 
group Picketywitch, whose song "Love me

Just a Little bit More” bad reached the top of 
the charts m Britain in 1980 when she began 
suffering from allergies. She said she couldn't 
stand being near 20 th-century fibers and clo- 
thing, could eat only organic foods and 
needed extra oxygen. Over the next two 
years, her weight dropped to 32 J kilos and 
her doctors feared she was dying. 

Annette Ellery, a 30-year-old Bristol 
housewife launched a “save Sheila" fund, 
and in January 1 981 Miss Rossail flew to the 
Brookhaven Medical Center in DaDas, 
Texas, in the no-smoking section of a com- 
mercial airliner for treatment. After, five 
months, her weight increased to 49 kilos and 
she moved to Bodega Bay, a picturesque little 
town on the Pacific coast, 80 kms north of San 

Francisco for specialized dental treatment to 
further relieve her allergies. 

In California, her money ran out and 
friends and the local Charities helped her 
obtain the all-natural clothing, organic foods, 
oxygen treatment and nursing care she 
needed. As a British citizen, however, she 
wasn't eligible for state or federal help. 

When the British Foreign Office agreed to 
repatriate Miss Rossail and send an air 
ambulance to pick her up, Mrs. Ellery pro- 
tested that it was an “outrageous" waste of 
money because she had recovered and wasn't 
nearly as sick as when she left Britain. 

Dr. Jean Munro, a British allergy specialist 
who is treating Miss RossalL said the singer 
was allergic to her apartment which the city 


converted to a supposedly allergy-free envi- 
ronment at a cost of 6,000 pounds ($ 10 , 200 ). 
But her friends said it was frtfl of mold, which 
was toxic. They said Miss Rossail had to give 
herself 20 an ti^ allergy injections a day. . 

Dr. Munro said she was desperately search- 
ing for a home m the country near thesea for 
Miss RossalL “If something is not done 
quickly, she could deteriorate,” the doctor 
said. Doctors who have come in contact with 
Miss Rossail agree that she is 31, bnt some 
question the extent of her illness. Dr. Donald 
Sprague, one of a team of six specialists who 
treated her in Dallas was quoted in the Dofy 
Expres s newspaper as saying she did suffer 
from total allergy syndrome. 

Miss Rossalfs return to Britain coincided 
with a meeting of the 2 , 000 -member intema- 
tiqpal congress of allergology and elmfoal 
immunology m London, which adopted a 
consensus that “total allergy and allergy to 
* he 20 th century do not exist.” 

Prof- Maurice Lessof, one of the organiz- 
ers, wouldn't comment on Miss Rossalfs 
case, but said people who believe they suffer 
from total allergy syndrome fcre often suffer- 
ing ‘fro m other conditions. 

Meanwhile, Mrs. Ellery broke down in 
tears when she learned of the impending 
police investigation of the “save Shiela” 
fond. She said she had offered to let Miss 
RosbalT s lawyers audit t he books of the fund 
and they refused.

I promised him contact 
lenses for his next birthday. Wouldn’t they be safer and more effecti v e 
for a sportsminded chfid?

Deer Mr. A'- I have asked several ophthalmologists. They agree 
that be is tooyoimgto wear contact lenses. As a child grows, myopia 
may increase, requiring frequent changes of contact lenses. And, at 
yourebikf s age, children are less likely to take hygienic care of their 
lenses. Doctors advise spectacles be worn instead. Their safety lenses 
'protect the eyes if struck by a baseball, football, or tennis ball. Be 
sure your son has an extra pair of glasses which provide added 
protection against injury.

Dear Ms. Mj It's unlikely that the type ofworkyou do — if done in 
a good li gh t — will cause any future risk to your eyes. Your present 
complaint-may be a normal complaint of many who reach 40. This 
inability to focus is called presbyopia — and is more readily apparent 
in those doing close work like yourself. 

DearDr. Stemcrokn: Isn’t one danger of jogging overlooked? I refer 
to the risk of naming on heavily traveled roads. A long-time office 
associate of mine was kMed hat week by a car while he was jogging in 
the evening.— Afr. B. 

Dear Mr. B- According to an editorial in the JAMA (5/14/82); the 
danger of death while jogging due to a heart attack is not great. In one 
report of a six-year period, 12 men died during jogging in Rhode 
Island. They concluded that one death occurred per year for every 
7,260 joggers, or per 396,000 man-hours of jogging. They thought it 
interesting that no mention was made of auto accidents, attack by 
vicious dogs traumatic injuries or other misadventures that befall 
joggers. Fbrexampfe, in a study of 60 jogger-motor vehicle collisions 
for 1978-79, 30 of the joggers were killed. More than half the 
collisions occurred after dark. And the fault was assigned to the 
jogger about as often as to the drivers.

France halts 
drug tests on 
cancer patients 

By Victor Millet 

PARIS (R) — Government-backed tests 
of the dreg interferon on cancer patients in 
France have been suspended because four 
of the patients died of heart attacks while 
being treated with a type made by the Pas- 
teur Institute. 

Robert Flamant, president of a commit- 
tee supervising the tests, told a press con- 
ference at the Ministry of Health: “We 
intervened because there were some acci- 
dents, some of them fatal, although no link 
can be confirmed between the interfexgjoi_ 
and these deaths.” 

Professor Flamant said three out of four 
old and seriously 31 cancer patients treated 
intravenously with the interferon died in 
Jane, wjiflo a fourth died in September after 
intramuscular treatment. All suffered heart 
attacks, he said. The tests were suspended 
in September. 

The French government decided to 
organize trials of interferon proteins two 
years ago, to test tbeir ability to attack 
tumors and cure viral infections. It also 
agreed to buy all interferon produced by 
Pas teur. . 

Professor Flamant said there were three 
hypotheses which might account for the 
heart attacks — a problem in the manufac- 
ture of the interferon, a problem with the 
interferon itself, and an unlucky series of 
coincidences. 

Asked if there had been similar problems 
in tests in other countries. Professor Flam- 
ant said: “Tolerance to interferon is not as. 
good as was thought a few years ago... but no 
one has informed us of accidents of the type 
we hav e experienced.” 

The doctors and officials at Friday’ s press 
conference said the interferon would soil be . 
used for serious viruses in cases where no 
other suitable medicine was available.: 
Interferon is used in much smaller quan~, 
txties for viral infectious than for cancer. 

Health officials said non-government tri- 
als with other types of interferon could be 
continuing in France because companies 
only had to declare tests publicly when they 
wanted to pot the medicines on the market 

Pasteur spokesman Francois Mariejc;wd 
the institute was developing a second^ 
generation interferon between 10 and 40 
times purer than the previous one. "It is 
almost ready,” he said. 

A Health Ministry statement said 
although the heart problems could not be 
formally linked to the interferon used until 
September, doctors and scientists in charge 
of the trials thought It wise to do more 
research with a view to changing production 
This could take several mouths.

The he ciders claimed Philip, the Duke of 
Edinburgh, wanted to reduce the world’s, 
population by 2 billion people through 
famine, wars and credit controls and to stop 
development in Third World nations. 

“Philip has come to the United States to 
rally the influentials of this nation behind 
bis program of global genocide. He should 
be expelled from this country forthwith," 
said a leaflet distributed by the Hecklers. 

Asked about the tedders’ assertion that 
Prince Philip wanted to reduce the world’s 
population by such drastic measures, a 
Buckingham Palace spokesman in London 
said: " We would never comment on such a’ 
ridiculous claim.” 

While on a tour of the Solomon Islands in 
mid-October. the prince expressed dismay 
a: the islands* soaring birth rate. Told that 
the southwest Pacific islands' population of 
220,000 was increasing by 1 1,000 a year, he 
was quoted as saying: “ You must be out of 
your minds. You'll have a massive 
economic crisis in 20 years and blame 
everybody else.” 

Four hecklers, one canying a sign label- 
ing Philip “The new Hitler” greeted him 
when he arrived at a park on a coastal lake 
where be was to go bird watching. “ What 
did I do?” the prince asked with a shrug as 
he walked past the hecklers behind a barrier 
of security men. 

Earlier, at ajlice University symposium, 
a heckler stood up in the audience and made 
similar charges. The man was escorted from 
the room. A demonstrator with a picket sign 
here identified iris group as the National 
Democratic Policy Committee and the 
Committee Against Genocide. The man 
identified himself as Philip Butcher.

The National Association of Private 
Businesses released a' communique expres- 
sing support for a statement issued earlier this 
week by the Salvadoran Chamber of Cora- 
tierce which described Ambassador. Deane 
Hinton as a "colonial governor The United 
States is providing economic and military aid 
to the El Salvador government in its three- 
vear-old Civil War against leftist guerrilla 
forces. 

Hinton's remarks, made to the U.S. 
Chamber of Commerce in San Salvador last 
{week, said progress must be made in bringing 
to justice the murderers of American citizens 
and in controlling abuses by elements of the 
armed forces. If that was not done, he said, 
‘the United States, despite our other inter- 
ests and our commitment to the struggle 
against Communism, could be forced to deny 
assistance to El Salvador." 

El Salvador’s Chamber of Commerce and. 
Industry countered by publishing a full -page 
newspaper advertisement describing Hin- 
ton's remarks as “an insult to the country." 
The Association of Private Businesses 
v. eighed in Friday by declaring: " El Salvador 
is not a slave or a (United States) territorial 
extension." 

- Both Hinton's remarks and the Salvadoran 
private sector's attack reflected an increasing 
strain in relations between the Reagan 
administration and the government of Presi- 
dent Alvaro Magana. Salvadoran right- 
wingers have opposed many projects spon- 
sored by the United States, including a con- 
troversial land reform scheme. The bead of 


El Salvador's land reform program and two 
U.S. advisers were murdered Fast year. 

Meanwhile, military sources said govern- 
ment troops killed 35 leftist rebels in two 
ambushes, and fighting continued at other 
point around the country. 

U.S.-trained soldiers staged an ambush 
Wednesday night in northern San Miguel 
province near the Honduran border and 30 
insurgents were killed, officers said Friday. 
The army suffered no losses in the fighting, 
about 1 60 kilometers northeast of San Sal- 
vador. they said. 

Troops have killed 47 guerrillas in 
ambushes since a 1 . 000-man force began an 
anti-rebei sweep through the area Monday. 
Col. Jaime Flores, regional commander, said. 
The army has suffered no casualties, he said. 

Army troops in northern Chalatenango 
province killed five rebel-. Thursday in an 
ambush of a guerrilla band near Upatoro. one 
and a half kilometers north of the provincial 
capital. Maj. Armando Aviles, a local com- 
mander. said 


YAOUNDE, Nov. 6 (R) - Cameroon’s 
new president, Paul Biya, was sworn in 
Saturday as the West African country’s sec- 
ond president since independence front 
France in 1 960. In a brief ceremony at the 
National Assembly attended by deputies and 
members of the Supreme Court, Biya, 49, 
paid tribute to his predecessor, Ahmadou 
Ahidjo, 58, who stunned the nation two days 
ago when be said be was stepping down. 

Addressing Assembly President Solomon 
Mima, Biya, who has served under Ahidjo 
since I 962, said the former president would 
be remembered as a giant of both Cameroon 
and African history. 

The outgoing president, who was reported 
by diplomatic sources to be in poor health, 
did not atiend the swearing-in ceremony. 
Ahidjo, 58. re mains chairman of Cameroon's 
sole, party, The National Cameroon Union 
(NUC). in an apparent effort to ensure con- 
tinuity. 

Diplomatic sources said he might leave for 
a holiday at his ho me in Grasse in the south of 
France. Ahidjo has given no indication of 
why he resigned, alt tough informed circles 
believe he simply grew tired of the strains of 
office. 


BERLIN. Nov. 6 (Agencies) — West 
German Foreign Minister Hans-Dietrich 
Genscher was re-elected leader of the liberal 
Free Democrat Party Friday after a day of 
bitter debate about his desertion of Helmut 
Schmidt and switch to rhe new center-righr 
coalition in Bonn. 

Genscher appealed for unity and was re- 
elected by 222 cf the 400 delegates at a 
national congress. But a separate vote con- 
demned the way Genscher maneuvered to 
change coalition on a show of hands. 

In another ballot the switch of coalition 
was only narrowly approved. A hand vote 
was so close it had to go to secret ballot. Of 
398 delegates voting. 2 1 0 approved the coali- 
tion change. 1 8 1 voted against and seven abs- 
tained. 

In the leadership ballot. Genschei’s chal- 
lenger Uwe Ronneburger. a little-known 
party deputy leader, got only 169 votes. 
There were six abstentions, two invalid bal- 
lots and one delegate simply voted “no." 

Genscher had threatened to resign as fore- 
ign minister — a post he has held since 1 974 
— if unseated as party leader because of deep 


Papandreou hopeful of nuclear-free zone 


ATHENS, Nov. M R) — After a period of 
apparenr caution. Greek Prime Minister 
Andreas Papandreou has relumed from 
Romania with renewed optimism that the 
Balkans can be turned into a nuclear-free 
zone. 

According, to Greek journalists who 
accompanied him, he said before leaving 
Bucharest Thursday that a Balkan summit 
with a view to denuclearization was likely to 
be held in the next 18 months. He also said 
that he and Romanian President Nicolae 
Oausescu, both firm advocates of the policy. 


had agreed during three days of talks that 
suppo^ for the idea was much stronger now 
among other Balkan countries. 

ip the past, diplomats have said that denuc- 
learization had little chance of success 
because Turkey and Albania would oppose 
it, and Yugoslavia would have reservations. 

But on the flight back to Athens Thursday, 
Papandreou told journalists: “The president 
of Romania has had contact with (Turkish 
leader Kenan) Evren and he assured me 
there would be no problem." He added, 
again without elaborating,' that be hoped

Genscher said after his election the vote sig- 
naled support for the new coalition and the 
continuation of the alliance beyond the new 
national elections planned for March. 

After Genscber's re-election. Ingrid 
Matthaeus- Maier, one of the FDFs most 
popular young deputies, announced her res- 
ignation from the party. In an emotional 
speech that won a standing ovation from 
many delegates, she attacked the party’s 
move to the right and said: "Such an FDP can 
no longer be my political home.” 

Mrs. Matthaeus-Maier resigned as chair- 
man of the Bundestag (lower house) Finance 
Committee last month in protest against the 
coalition switch. She said Friday night she 
would quit parliament this month. It was not 
clear if any other liberal deputies would fol- 
low her example. 
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Honduras , U.S. 
plan war games 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 6 (Agencies) — 
America will go ahead with plans for joint 
military maneuvers with the Honduran 
Army, a State Department spokesman said. 
Hie spokesman, denying reports that the 
maneuvers had been canceled, told Agence 
France- Presse that no date had yet been set 
"pending official approval and announce- 
ment by both governments,'' 

U.S. Ambassador to Honduras John Neg- 
roponte said recently that the joint exercise 
could take place before the end of the year. 
But informed sources said ihe U.S. administ- 
ration did not want to announce a date for the 
drill before President Ronald Reagan’s offi- 
cial visit to Costa Rica on Dec. 4. in order to 
avoid unnecessary tension in turbulent Cen- 
tral America 

The exercise is to take place around the 
new Mocoron military base close to the 
Nicaraguan border, where clashes occur fre- 
quently between Nicaraguan troops and 
ami-Niearaguan forces, Nicaragua, which has 
charged that Washington is" training the 
rebels. Thursday declared a - military alert 
zone" along the border with Honduras. 

Managua says the rebel forces are made up 
of members of the army of former dictator 
Anastasio Somoza Debayle who fled to Hon- 
duras when Gen. Somoza was overthrow in 
1979. Officials here said there was nothing 
special about the next joint . American- 
Honduran exercises which had been held on a 
regular basis now for 15 years. Last July the 
U.S. Air Force flew’ 900 Honduran soldiers to 
the new base at Mocoron. 

In declaring a military alert zone, a 
Nicaraguan government announcement 
accused the United States’ Central Intellig- 
ence Agency of financing and arming several 
thousand" Somozist as" operating from bases 
in Honduras, the closest ally of the United 
States.

But they stressed that franco-British dif- 
ference*. which have grown over the past 
year, could he resolved. They announced 
nmnthly meetings between senior officials to 
deal with trade, industrial and other topics. 

Mrs. Thatcher said a French decision to 
abstain in a United Nations vote on the future 
of the Falkland Islands had lightened the 
atmosphere at the start of the talks which 
officials on both sides had predicted could be 
difficult. 

The Socialist president said the climate in 
his talks with the Conservative Mrs. Thatcher 
was cordial " despite the difficulties posed by 
some of the questions dealt with.” 


Mrs. TTiatcher said the feeling at the talks 
was that a solution must be found- “That is 
the kind of spirit that has dominated the 
meeting” she added. 

She said she had pressed hard her demand, 
opposed by France, for a long-term reduction 
in Britain’s contributions to the community 
budget. “It must be settled. It would be 
wTong to have a community in which West 
Germany and Britain are the only two con- 
tributors while eveiyone else benefits from 
the community.'” she said. 

A difference between France and Britain 
emerged in accounts by the two leaders of 
their stance toward talks in Washington on 
ending the dispute over the pipeline sanc- 
tions. 

U.S. and West European officials are try- 
ing to draw up guidelines on East- West trade 
policy that would be acceptable to the United 
States in return for the lifting of the sanctions. 
They are expected to concern at on credit 
restrictions and further tightening of controls 
on the transfer of technology to the Soviet i 
bloc. 

British and French officials denied reports 
Thursday that agreement was near and Mit- 
terrand set out a hard line. “The sanctions are 
unilateral, unjust and legally questionable. If 
things can be worked out. so much the beter... 
there can be no question of negotiating some- 
thing that is not negotiable.” he said. 


Lagos oil output records rise 


LAGOS. Nov. 6 (AFP) — Nigeria pro- 
duced about 1 .5 milli on barrels of oil daily in 
October, well up on the September figures, 
oil industry sources have said. 

The rise in daily production in September 
brought the average daily figure for the first 
nine months of the year at just over 1 .27 
million barrels. Nigeria’s production quota is 
1 .3 million bpd under restrictions set by the 
Organization of Petroleum Exporting Coun- 
tries (OPEC). 

The latest results push the average produc- 
tion over 10 months up toward the OPEC 
quota, at 1.299 million bpd. 

World Bank lends 
%7m to Zambia 

LUSAKA, Nov. 6 (R) - The World Bank 
has granted Zambia a $7 million loan toward 
an ambitious oil exploration program. Mines 
Minister Basil KabW has said. 

He told reporters in Lusaka, the money 
would be spent on surveying in the north- 
west of the country and in the Luangwa Val- 
ley to the cast. 

The survey would later be extended to the 
northern lakes of Bangweulu, Mweru Wan- 
tipa and Tanganyika. 

Information produced by the project, 
which will last three years and cost an esti- 
mated S9 million is to be offered on sale to 
international oil companies. 


Industry sources said that there is a high 
dam and for Nigeria's light crude, particularly 
Bonny medium and Fo read os. Production 
should remain near the current level for the 
final two months of the year, barring some 
unexpected development such as a disregard 
of OPEC quotas by such producers as Libya, ‘ 
Iran or Iraq. 

Nigeria is currently chairman of OPEC, 
and could find it self in an embarrassing situa- 
tion if production remains high, since this 
would pump it together with other OPEC 
members who are known to be breaking the 
fixed limits. 

Some sources say the quota applies on 
monthly basis — in which case Nigeria is 1 
already broken through the barrier — while 
others believe it is calculated on a quarterly 
basis, which means that Nigeria would go 
beyond its limit at the end of this month if 
production continues in the region of 1 .5 mil- 
lion bpd. 

Observers note that the government here is 
due to host a meeting of OPEC minis ter* in 
Lagos on Dec. 9. 

Nigeria badly needs the highest revenue 
possible from oil sales, as was shown on 
Wednesday when Tresidenf 'Shehu Shagari 
submitted his draft budget for the 1983 
financial year and could do with an increase 
.in its quota. 

Some banking sources believe that this 
country is as much as $5 billion behind in 
payments for imported goods, about twice 
‘the figure given by the government.

Strike-ridden 
Chrysler lays 
off 2,500 

DETROIT, Nov. 6 (Agencies) — Chrysler 
Corporation laid off 2,500 workers because 
of the strike in the firm's Canadian auto fac- 
tories. 

The 2,500 made parts in Michigan. Ohio, 
Indiana and Alabama to be assembled in 
Canada. The lay-offs were for an indefinite 
period. StiD more might be laid off if the 
Canadian strike lasted longer than two 
weeks, a Chrysler spokesman warned. Some 
44,500 of the corporation's workers are now 
idle. 

About 251,490 American auto workers 
are now unemployed indefinitely and 
another 41,935. temporarily. 

Meanwhile. Chief Chrysler negotiator Wil- 
liam Fisher said the walkout could last until 
January as the company could not make 
Canadian workers an offer ahead of one for 
U.S. workers. “The pattern of Chrsyler 
negotiations will not be held in Canada,” 
Fisher told reporters. 

The Canadian workers, who took a pay 
freeze in 1979 when the company was in. 
financial trouble, sought pay parity with 
General Motors and Ford workers earning 25 
percent more. Union leader Robert White 
told reporters he hoped the strike would not 
last long, saying he was ready to resume bar- 
gaining at any time. 

White said the Canadian workers were not 
trying to cripple Chrysler but the company 
had to understand their determination and 
start “repaying” some of the money they 
gave up in 1979. 

Chrysler told its Canadian workers in a 
letter this week: “We’ll take a strike if we 
have to. even though we are aware it could 
put us out of business.” 

W. Germany to cut 
foreign aid in *83 

MUNICH, Nov. 6 (R) — West Germany’s 
minister for economic cooperation, Juergen 
Warfare, said Friday he would cut foreign aid 
next year and give priority to countries 
which followed pro-Western policies. 

Wamke. speaking at a foreign affair s 
institue in Munich, said West Germany 
would also give special consideration to non- 
industrialized countries with low arms spend- 
ing. 

He said West Germany would have to cut 
back new aid grants by 27 percent over the 
next two years because of 2.3 billion marks 
($1 billion) overspending by the previous 
Social Democratic-Liberal government. 

This meant Bonn would be unable to meet 
some of its aid commitments on time though 
all agreeemnts with international develop-

Stock boom triggers hopes of U.S. recovery 


NEW YORK, Nov. 6 ( AP) — The stock 
market's climb to a record high has raised 
some very high hopes on WaD Street for a 
long-term improvement in the trend of 
inflation and interest rates in the United 
States. 

The way some analysts read it, the extra- 
ordinary rise of stock prices in the last three 
'months implies that investors see visions of 
more than just a modest economic recovery 
next year. 

In the 1 970s. whenever business began to 
pick up after an. economic slump, inflation 
and interest rates soon surged upward as 
well, eventually derailing the recovery. 
From each cycle to the next, the levels that 
inflation and interest rates reached got 
progressively highejr. 

Few economists are ready to declare that 
the business cycle has somehow been 
abolished. But they do suggest that the U.S. 
economy could recover this time without an 
immediate resurgence in the costs of goods, 
services and credit. 

“The coming business upturn won't 
quickly raise interest rates," says Maury 
Harris, money market economist at Paine 
Webber. The recoveiy is likely to be 
gradual, be argues, and thus demand for 
Joans is not likely to increase rapidly. 


At PfudentiaJ-Bacbe Securities, econom- 
.& -Edward Yardeni maintains that “disin- 
flation is structural, not just cyclical.” He 
forecasts tljat “by yearend 1983, consumer 
price inflation should be down to 3 percent 
on a year-over-year basis." 

If a new era of economic growth with low 
inflation and low interest rates is about to 
dawn, a lot will have to go right in an 
economy wbefe just about everything has 
gone wrong hi recent years. But the stock 
market’s behavior in the past week made it 
plain that some investors see a chance that it 
will happen. 

In a historic session Wednesday, the Dow 
Jones average of 30 industrials soared a 
record 43.41 points to 1 ,065.49, surpassing 

the 1,051.70 peak that had stood for almost 

a decade. For the week, the average gained 
60.06 to 1,051.78, extending its rise since 
Aug. 12 to just under 275 points.

Isuzu to produce 
trucks in Egypt 

TOKYO, Nov. 6 (AP) — Isuzu Motors 
Ltd., of Japan will produce trucks and buses 
in Egypt jointly with General Motors Corp. 
of the United States beginning in May next 
year, the mass-circulated Asahi Shimbun 
reported Saturday. 

Quoting informed sources, the Asahi said 
Isuzu plans to produce 1.600 trucks and 
buses a year with an increase to 1 8.000 a year . 
in five years. Sixty percent of parts including 
engines will be shipped from Japan and the 
rest wiU be obtained in Egypt Asahi said. 

It said a joint venture will be established to 
produce the cars. The venture will be owned 
more than 50 percent by GM and 16 percent 
by Saudi and Kuwait interests and the rest 
Isuzu and .

said. Asahi did not say how much Isuzu will 
own the venture.

U.K.unions scrap 
proposed strikes 

LONDON, Nov. 6 (R) — British trades 
unions have canceled one-day hospital and 
transport strikes Monday, possibly heralding 
an end to the 8-month dispute over pay in the 
state health service. 

There were signs of a breakthrough in the 
search for a settlement Friday night when 
leaders of 900,000 low-paid health workers 
met Pat Lowiy, chairman of the government 
conciliation service. 

The Trades Union Congress (TUC) said 
later that pay talks between health unions 
and the govenunent would resume Monday 
and the token and sympathy strikes would be 
canceled to provide a good atmosphere. 

There has been growing speculation in the 
past few days of an imminent end to the dis- 
pute. which has disrupted state hospitals and 
evoked sympathy strikes in inudstry. 

There is also peculation that Health 
Minister Norman Fowler is ready to offer 
slightly better terms. Hie current offer is a six 
percent rise for health workers and 7.5 per- 
cent for nurses. 

The steady fall in inflation, now down to an 
Annual 73 percent, has made the offer more 
attractive. Another factor in favor of a set- 
tlement is that workers’ enthusiasm for sym- 
pathy strikes has ebbed. Bus drivers had 
refused to join Monday' s transport stoppage.

JEDDAH, Nov. 6 — The dollar closed 
on a record note on the New York Friday 
night exchanges. Major losses were 
recorded by the British pound, French franc 
and other European currencies, while in the 
bullion markets gold and silver prices shed 
some recent gains. 

The release of the latest U.S. money sup- 
ply figures helped to push the dollar up in 
New York when the latest M-l money sup- 
ply aggregates showed a $2 billion rise for 
the past week. Once again, money supply 
'‘watching 1 ’ because a serious issue and the 
dollar bounced up on the exchanges 
although it surprisingly held steady on the 
Eurodollar money markets. 

The one- month dollar deposit rale 
opened at 9 7/16 to 9 13/16 percent levels 
and closed within such price ranges. The 
financial markets also aU but ignored the 
latest U.S. unemployment figures. These 
showed a record rise of 10.4 percent in the 
U.S. unemployment rate for October — the 
highest since 1942 — with the outlook look- 
ing even more grim. 

In the bullion markets, gold and silver 
prices fell back in New York after a day of 
relatively quiet trading in London and 
Zurich. Gold prices closed at $16.70 levels 
— down by about $9 over London prices, 
while silver prices fell to SI 0.55 — down by 
about 20 cents over European opening 
prices. Dealers expect some price volatility 
next week as some investors switch into 
stocks and away from bullion, given present 


interest rate uncertainties. 

It wasfertainly interest rate uncertainties 
that has led to the present position of the 
dollar. One after the other, the British. 
French, German and Dutch rates have been 
either cut or allowed to drift lower by cen- 
tral bank liquidity injections. U.S. dollar : 
interest rates on the other hand remain 
firm due to the Federal Reserve Board's 
unwillingness to cut back on the U.S. dis- 
count rate which has now been expected for 
the past two weeks. Despite pronounce- 
ments from Wall Street economist Dr. 
Henry Kaufman that the discount rate will 
be cut “soon," market feeling is that the 
“ Fed" might not move so fast after all. 

In New York the British pound fell to a ! 
record 6 Vs year low of 1.6610, after the ! 
recent '■'? percent cuts in British commercial 
bank's base lending rates. The German 
mark, dogged by an increasing worsening 
economic news, fell to 2.5850 levels. While 
the French franc is at a record 40-year low 
at 7.2800 against the dollar. The Swiss franc 
was also down at 2.2290, while the yen was 
marginally up at 276.60 levels. 

In the local markets, Saturday saw the 
spot riyal/ dollar exchange rate open ; 
strongly at highs of 3.4410-18 and reach 1 
3.4412-20 by close of business. In the 
deposit markets, riyal interest rates opened 
at 9 v«-9 %J» percent for the week-fixed and 
9-9 Vs percent for the one-month JIEfOR. 
Once again it was movements in the long- 
dated funds that dominated any changes, 
with Lhe one-year rate quoted at 9 %- 10 % 
percent.

LONDON. Nov. 6 (Agencies) — The 
United States retained foe Wightman Cup by 
taking an unassailable 4-1 lead on the final 
day of their women’s tennis international 
against Britain at the Royal Albert Hall 
Saturday. 

Barbara Potter gave foe Americans the 
winning lead by defeating Briton Jo Durie 

5- 7. 7-6. 6-2 in a closely-contested tie. Pot- 
ter’s victory saw the U.S. retain foe Cup for' 
the fourth time in-a-row. and for the 44th 
time since its inception in 1 923. Britain have 
won just 10 times in all. 

. Earlier Friday. Chris Evert Lloyd gave the 
Americans a 3-0 lead with a fluent 6-2. 6-2 
victoryover Jo Durie. The victory had put the 
Americans on the verge of clinching the 
Wightman Cup. 

But Durie and her partner Anne Hobbs 
pulled one back for Britain by edging 
Rosemary Casals and Anne Smith 6-3, 2-6,

PERTH, Australia, Nov. 6 (AP) — Vete- 
ran Western Australian speed star Dennis 
Lillee proved he is not spem force as he 
strafed the English batsmen on the second 
day of the four-day match in Perth Saturday. 

Lillee took three wickets to start England's 
slide to 156 all out, only sue days from the 
start of the first Test on the same ground, 
then he forced all-rounder Geoff Miller to 
retire injured with a rising delivery that 
crushed the batsman's right index finger. 

It was a major psychological victory for 
Lillee and his co-Test fast bowler Teny 
Alderman, as they reduced the England bat- 
ting to mediocrity. Mille r was forced to retire 
hurt after scoring a solid 39 and be is a doubt- 
ful starter for the Test. 

An x-ray examination of his injured finger 
revealed no fracture. But his finger is bruised 
and is split between the first and second 
knuckle joints. 

Not only does this affect his batting, but tbe 
injury must mend for him to be able to bowl 
his off-spinners. 

The England collapse left Western 
Australia with a first innings lead of runs, and 
at stumps Western Australia were 113 for 
three, with captain Kim Hughes on 33 and 
Geoff Marsh on seven. 

The batsmen out are Bruce Laird (one), 
Graeme Wood (25) and Greg Shippered 
(39). Ian Botham, Bob Willis, and Norman 
Cowans each have taken one wicket. 

It was Lillee back to his best as he took two 
wickets in his opening two overs to finish with 
three for 53 off 20 hostile overs. Alderman 
maintained his outstanding form on tbe 
WACA ground'with a haul of five for 63 off 
24 overs. 


Lillee could have had at least two more, 
wickets, but Derek Randall was dropped by 
wicketkeeper Rodney March before he had 
scored, and Western Australian skipper 
Hughes let slip an offering from Botham, 
then 11, at third slip. Botham had, earlier, 
been fortunate when Tom Hogan, at fifth slip 
failed to reach an edged foot off Lillee. 

England were able to recover slightly from 
60 for five thanks to a bright sixth-wicket 
partnership of 91 in 87 minutes between 
Botham and Miller. 

The stand ended when Botham was 
adjudged leg before wicket to a ball from 


included nine fours and a hook for a six off 
Alderman. 

Moments later. Miller was struck on the 
right hand by a rearing delivery from Lillee, 
after having looked the most accomplished of 
the English batsmen during his 102 minutes 
at the crease. 

Western Australia made a poor start to 
their second innings when Laird cut a ball 
from Botham and was brilliantly caught in the 
gully by Randall low down to his right.

NEW DELHI. Nov. 6 (AFP) — There was 
"no mutual threat” between China and India, 
with the only outstanding issue remaining the 
border question.

U.S. vote puts new strains in U.K.ties 


LONDON. Nov. 6 ( AP) — American sup- 
port for a United Nations resolution urging 
Britain to reopen Falkland Islands negotia- 
- dons with Argentina has put new strains on 
troubled British-U.S. relations. But there is 
no s ign of a fundamental change in the his- 
toric trans-Atlantic link. 

As one senior British official said; "Rela- 
tions with the United States are such a solid 
Mock of granite, it will take more than a little 
dripping to make any real difference." Bri- 
tain is. however. looking more toward its 
European partners for support. 

In what was seen as an effort by President 
Ronald Reagan to mend fences with Latin 
America, the United States voted against Bri- 
tain on the resolution passed by the UJ4. 
General Assembly on Thursday night calling 
for a resumption of negotiations on the 
sovereignty of the Falkland Islands. Prime 
Minister Margaret Thatcher had appealed 
personally to Reagan not to vote for the 
Argentine-sponsored resolution. 

Mrs. Thatcher, in Paris for summit talks 


with French President Francois Mitterrand, 
said Friday the U S. vote, was “incomprehens- 
ible and disappointing." Denis Healey, 
opposition Labor Party spokesman on fore- 
ign affairs, said it was “a very distinct rebuff 
to the United Kingdom." and a “kick in the 
teeth.” 

But British officials took heart because 
eight out of nine of Britain's European 
Common Market partners abstained. The 
disappointment over the Falklands resolu- 
tion follows conflict with the United States on 
i two European issues in which Britain has a 
high stake. 

The United States last month threatened to 
levy punitive duties on subsidized European 
steel imports, claiming they were causing 
unfair competition to the U.S. industry. Bri- 
tain formed a solid front with its European 
partners and worked out a last-minute set- 
tlement at least for the immediate future. 

Still poisoning European-U.S. relations is 
Reagan’s blacklisting of firm — including 
several in Britain — for providing equipment 


Angola rebels to free bishop 


LISBON, Nov. 6 (AP) — Angolan rebel 
guerrillas said they will free the kidnapped 
archbishop of Lubango, but that they would 
not release him inside Angola because they 
fear government troops might kill him. 

In a communique issued Friday in Lisbon, 
the National Union for the Total Indepen- 
dence of Angola (UNIT A) said they would 
also release two Soviet pilots seized in 
October 1980 if the officialsof International 
Red Cross Committee guarantee their 
immediate return to the Soviet Union. 

The statement, said to be the report of an 
emergency meeting held in the southern 
Angolan bush and presided over by UN IT A 
leader Jonas Savirnbi, said Archbishop Mon- 
signor Alexandre do Nasciraento would be 
released unconditionally. But he could not be 
freed in Angola, it continued, because be 


could be killed by Angolan government sol- 
diers hoping to incriminate UNIT A. 

The archbishop was seized along with six 
nuns Oct. 16 from a mission in the southern 
Angolan province of Cuoene. 

UNITA said in the statement it had 
decided to release the Soviet pilots "taking 
into consideration our aim of freeing afl pris- 
oners from countries friendly to UNITA.’’ It 
did not elaborate on the implied reference to 
the Soviet Union as a friendly country. The 
movement has consistently condemned and 
opposed Soviet presence in southern Africa. 

The communique gave no other details on 
the proposed release of the captives. UNITA 
has been waging a guerrilla war against the 
Marxist government of Angola since inde- 
pendence from Portugal in 1975.

Mrs. Thatcher told a French interviewer 
Monday the United States is our “foremost; 
all/’ and “the final guarantor of the freedom 
which you and I enjoy in Europe.” 

Taipei rewards pilot 

TAIPEI, Nov. 6 (AFP) — Wu Jung- 
ken, a defector pilot from Communist 
China, will be awarded a medal and 5.00U 
ounces of gold worth some $2.5 million 
for flying his MiG-19 out of China, offi- 
cials here said Saturday. 

The awards' come from the Taiwanese 
government and will be banded over at a 
ceremony Monday. Observers here 
believed the cash award was given for its 
propaganda value and to eventually 
encourage further defections from China. 

The Defense Ministry said the cere- 
mony would be presided over by the chief 
of the general staff, who will also commis- 
sion Wu as a major in the Taiwanese Air 
Force, one rank higher than the position 
he held in the Chinese Air Force. Some 
1,000 officers and men will witness the 
ceremony. ,

ANTANANARIVO. Nov. 6 (R) - p^. 
military gendarmes took up positions over- 
looking the heart of the Malagasy capital 
Saturday after clashes broke out during an 
election rally in favor of extreme Jeffo 
Monja Joana. 

Details were sketchy but a radio reporter 
said stones were hurled at people attending 
the rally on the outskirts of the city. Electric- 
ity cables for loudspeakers were also cm, 
according to eyewitnesses. 

Joana is challenging President Didier Rat- 
siraka in thc country's presidential clenkas 
Sunday. The meeting later moved in noisy car 
and bus processions to the city stadium and 
no further incidents were reported, Polite 
were conspicuously absent from the area. 

But a full company of camouflage-clad 
gendarmes took up positions at about the 
same time at the top of steps leading from the 
president’s office down to the zoma, or tradi- 
tional open air market, where past distur- 
bances have usually started. 

The trouble at the first meeting broke out 
shortly after the 80-year-old Joana began a 
speech violently attacking the government of 
this Indian Ocean island republic. He blamed 
the incompetence of authorities rather than 
world recession for Madagascar's poor 
economic situation. 

Armenian jailed 

ROTTERDAM. Nov. 6 (AP) — One of 
four gunmen who ambushed a car carrying a 
Turkish diplomat in this port city was sen- 
tenced Saturday to six years imprisonment. 

The attack was launched as Turkish 
Consul-General Kemalfl Demirer drove to 
his office last June 20. Upholding a charge of 
attempted murder against Penyemin Eving- 
uiu, a Turkish national of Armenian descent, 
the court said it was satisfied that he had fired 
several submachine gun round at the car. 

Demirer and his driver were unhurt m the 
attack. In a police chase following the shoot- 
out, Evingulu was shot in the stomach a W 
arrested, while the other three assailans 
escaped. 

At his trial last month. Evingulu claimed 
that he only gave “covering fire" to the other 
three gunmen, and had no orders to kill the 
consul general. 

At the trial Evingulu said he acted on 
orders of a group he identified as the Arme- 
nian Red Army, based in Beirut, Lebanon. “I 
fought like an Armenian soldier to take 
revenge on our Turkish oppressors," he said 

ITU excludes S. Africa 

NAfROBL Nov. 6 (R) — Overriding 
Western objections, the 1 57-nation Interna- 
tional Telecommunication union (ITU) has 
voted to continue to exclude South Africa 
from its meetings. A resolution sponsored by 
nine African states and Yugoslavia to con- 
tinue South Africa’s exclusion from the 
United Nations agency was adopted by 59 
votes to 26 with four abstentious Friday. 

The ITU voted to suspend South Africa's 
membership at its last plenipotentiary con- 
ference in Spain in 1 973 because of Pretoria's 
policy of apartheid — racial segregation. 


BONN. Nov. 6 (R) — West German 
Defense Minister Manfred Woemer will 
begin a three-day visit to thc United States 
Sunday to renew Bonn's commitment to the 
Western alliance despite its failure to meet 
NATO defense spending targets. 

Woemer is due to have his first meeting 
with defense Secretary Caspar Weinberger 
and Secretary of State George Shultz since he 
became defense minister under New West 
German ChancellorHelmut Kohl last month. 

Political sources said Bonn's failure to 
meet its pledge to NATO to raise defense 
spending by three percent a year in real terms 
will be high on the agendaduring Woemer’ s 
visit to Washington. 

Woerner’s visit comes just a week before 
Kohl flies to Washington for his first meeting 
with President Reagan, In his first major 
political statement three weeks ago. the 
chancellor pledged West Germany’s con- 
tinued commitment to the western alliance. 

The new government says it fully backs 
NATO plans to deploy 572 new medium - 


range nuclear missiles in Western Europe 
next vear while negotiating with the Soviet 
black on. arms control. The West German 
political weekly Der Spiegel said this week 
that Bonn had secretly begun preparations 
. for the deployment: It said the Defense 
Ministry had begun clearing forest areas, test- 
ing ground and measuring firing ranges for 
the launchers. 

But growing opposition to the 108 
pershing-2 and 96 Cruise missiles to be 
stationed in West Germany has fueled the 
radical anti-nuclear “Greens” movement 
which opinion polls say now represents the 
country s third political force. 

Woemer has also reaffirmed support for 
NATO’s flexible response doctorine. under 
which the West reserves the option of 
responding “appropriate!/’ to a conven- 
tional attack. Tins could include the first use 
of nuclear weapons. But the defense minister 
has criticized the West’s emphasis on nuclear 
defense and called for a strengthening of con- 
ventional forces to counter the Warsaw Pact 
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
